RV Ordinance 
Deletes Autos 


A section of a recreational vehicle 
parking ordinance that would make 
it illegal for Placentia residents to 
park their own cars in their own 
driveways for more than 72 hours at 
a time, was dropped from the new 
ordinance passed 6 to 0 Thursday 
night by the city’s planning 
commission.

Arnold Hamala, director of 
planning for the city told 
commissioners concerning restric- 
tions on parking regular vehicles in 
driveways -- ‘‘It was recommended 
for removal because we did not feel 
that it was practical to enforce.’’ 

Placentia’s ‘‘nuisance’’ laws on 
all types of recreational vehicles and 
equipment and their parking on or at 
private property, appear to depend 


largely on complaints from neigh-

The possibility that Placentia will

Non-Teaching Employees 
Granted 5.2% Raise 


Classified, or non-teaching, em- 
ployees of the Placentia Unified 
School District are working with a 
new contract approved by trustees 
this week which grants a 5.2 per cent 
cost-of-living increase. 

California School Employees 
Association (CSEA), Chapter 293, 
which represents the approximately 
460 classified employees, covered 
by the contract, voted last week to 
accept the agreement. Cost of the 
increase is $160,000. 

‘Negotiators agreed to keep the 
present ¢lassified Employees Hand- 
book inteffect until June 30 and 
begin bargaining on next year’s 
contract no later than January 15,”’ 
explained Roger Scott, director of 
classified personnel and_ the 
district’s negotiator. 

In addition, the agreement 
provides for the current level of 
health and welfare benefits, which 
includes paid prescriptions and an 
annual physical examination for 
employees. District-paid life insur- 
ance will be increased from $10,000 


to $20,000. 

Employees also have the option of 
retiring at the age of SS with 
district-paid health and welfare 
benefits until they reach 65 or 
become eligible for government 
assistance. 

Other provisions of the agreement 
call for a study of districts used in 
salary surveys, review of the 
position of summer school clerk, 
release time for three CSEA 
members to attend the annual 
association conference with ex- 
penses paid for one delegate and 
additional vacation days for 
long-time employees. 

The original proposal presented 
by CSEA in June called for a 12 per 
cent salary increase with upward 
adjustments based on the cost-of- 
living index. 

‘Negotiations were conducted on 
a very professional level, with 
bargaining continuing until agree- 
ment was reached on all items,”’ 
Scott said. Beverly Moreau headed 
the CSEA negotiating team. 


Moratorium Called 
On Home Inspection 


An apparent difference of opinion 
between a committee of realtors 
from the City of Placentia and 
Councilwoman Virginia Farmer over 
the controversial Residential Re- 
cords Reports, has led to a 120-day 
moratorium on the activity. 

The Residential Records Reports 
requirements, which involves an 
interior and exterior inspection of all 
homes in Placentia going on the 
market, was made mandatory in 
Placentia two years ago.

A fourth charge on making 
insulting and offensive remarks to a 
fellow officer in the presence of 
others was found not proved and was 
not discussed in public. 

The action concluded about 15 
hours of testimony where member:

themselves testifying on opposite 
sides of the podium. The hearings 
were opened to the public by Cason 
who had the sole right to do so.

a trip and another seven days to 
mothball it again. 

‘‘There is no way that I can 
conform to the present ordinance of 
24 hours. There is no way. This 
means that I either have to violate 
the city ordinance or I have to sell my 
recreational vehicle. And I wish to 
do neither,’’ Fraser pointed out. 

The new ordinance, which allows 
for this eventuality, however does 
not consider the legality of a vehicle 
owner who might require a seven 
day period on both ends of a 
weekend trip.

Not mentioned in the lengthy 
discussions for which the special 
planning commission session was 
called, was the appearance of a 
recreational apparatus which may 
be considerably taller than six feet 
and will show over the beautifying 
setback fencing. 

A third consideration in the new 
rules is to allow motor vehicles to 
park in a sideyard adjacent to a 
street, now prohibited by law.

estimate is reasonable. There is no 
way the applicant can judge the 
validity of the decision of the 
department head.’’

Also speaking were Mrs. Bonnie 
Scarpa and Mrs. Zoe Long, who 
pointed out that the document would 
encourage public apathy and was 
dangerous.

who were in session until almost 2 
o’clock in the morning, discussed 
the controversial proposal. 

Mayor Pro Tem William Rashford 
declared: ‘‘I do feel that something 
like this is a necessity to protect the 
interest of the taxpayer in genera! 
against excessive requests from 
individuals that may tie up staff time 
to a great extent. 

‘*However, I have some concerns 


about the proposed policy. I do feel 
that it is not definite enough, 
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residents in favor of a ruling made 
by the office of the Placentia City 
Attorney that the matters under 
consideration ‘‘according to the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
are empowered...’’ 

Placentia attorney-engineer Ge- 
orge Bean, whois a former executive 
officer of Orange county’s Office of 
Emergency Services reported that 
he has no recreational vehicle, but 
stated that in his legal opinion, 
‘“‘there are some parts of the 
ordinance that definitely infringe on 
the rights of people, particularily in 
the part on screening. 

“It iS a fact,’’ Bean continued, 
‘‘that people use these vehicles for 
recreational purposes. It is a part of 
our daily living. There should be no 
further restrictions placed on them 
which are difficult to meet.”’ 

Bean also took exception to Mrs. 
Van Gorden’s opening statements 
that ‘‘we are not concerned tonight 
with anyone’s individual problems 
or the fact that you question the 
constitutionality of restricting RV 
parking in certain areas. We have 
a representative from our city 
attorney’s office present and he can 
interrupt or interject if he feels that 
something we are doing is illegal at 
this time.”’ 

The local attorney who was rung 
off by a bell timer was loudly 
applauded by the audience. 

Also questioning the legal aspects 
of the proceedings was Don Kober, 
Carlsbad Street, who queried: 
‘When will we be given the 
opportunity to discuss the constitu- 
tionality of this ordinance either 
existing or proposed?’’ 

‘I have the results of 32 court 
cases across the country that have all 
been found in favor of the RV owner

Effort To Lower Property Taxes 


A maximum effort to 
secure two million sig- 
natures from California’s 
eight million voters, on 
petitions to lower the 
property tax, was described 
in Placentia Wednesday 
night by James Earle 
Christo, a Bellflower bus- 
inessman. 


Christo is California state 
vice chairman of the United 
Organization of Taxpayers, 
Inc. 


Affected by the new 
legislation which is being 
sought, would be a 
reduction of taxes on owner 
occupied homes throughout 
the state. 


Christo spoke here before 
members of the Placentia- 
Golden Homeowners Asso- 
ciation, a group which has 
been active in a dispute with 
the city of Brea and 
Moreland Development 
Company, a subsidiary of 
Union Oil Company, over 
industrial zoning in Brea 
adjacent to their Placentia 
homes. 


The speaker emphasized 
that taxation is driving 
people out of their homes 
and that the next generation 
may suffer even more. 


“Census and industry 
statistics indicate that only 
about one-third of Amer- 
ican families have enough 
income to. carry the 
mortgage on the so called 
average home,’’ Christo 
outlined. ‘‘In Orange Coun- 
ty the median place is 
higher than the national

“‘The latest census bu- 
reau projections _ place 
median family income at 
$13,700 or about $2,000 
short of the minimum 
required to qualify for a 
mortgage loan on a $44,500 
home.”’ 


‘*How are your kids or my 
kids going to buy a home? A 
monthly payment for the 
$44,500 requires $322 for 
principal and interest and 
using the tax rates in 
California will add another 
$120 to that figure. That’s 
$432 and that doesn’t 
include the essentials such 
as telephone, the cost of 
living to stay in that home,”’ 
Christo continued. 


‘‘When poverty steps in, 
love flies out the window. 
And I think today our social 
problems are compounded 
by our bureaucracies which 
have an insatiable greed for 
more and more and more 
without any thought at all to 
what is going to happen to 
our great country called the 
United States of America.”’ 


The proposal that the 
taxpayers organization 
hopes to put on the ballot 
through the referendum 
would require no tax on an 
owner-occupied home 
valued at $20,000. The tax 
would increase upwards 
until a home valued at 
$200,000 would pay a 
$2,800 assessment. 

Christo recommended 
also that any bond issue on 
the November ballot be 
voted down. ‘‘Any bond 
issue that you vote on is a 


lien on your property. If the 
petition (tax reduction) gets 
on the ballot it’s got to be 
June of 1978. I would 
recommend that any bond 
issue that comes up, I don’t 
care what it is, vote against 
it. If -you vote for it, you 
automatically put another 
lien on your property that 
has to be paid off even after 
our petition has been 
passed. 


‘*You have feeding off of 
the property tax some 5,700 
taxing agencies, some 
overlapping each other,”’ 
Christo related. 


‘The legislature’s not 
going to change the law. 
The school board certainly 
is not going to change the 
law. The California League 
of Cities is not going to 
change the law. So who is 
going to change the law?’’ 
Christo asked. ‘‘It’s you!”’ 


The new petition, Christo 
outlined, will increase the 
homeowners exemption 
from $7,000 to $20,000. 


Concerning which source 
of taxation will pay for 
which services, Christo 
explained: ‘‘You want to 
pay (on your home) for 
property’ related services. 
You want to pay for police 
protection, fire protection, 
street maintenance, for 
sewers. But you certainly 
don’t want to pay for 
welfare recipients. Let the 
state do that.’’ 


Christo also outlined that 
‘‘the biggest fraud per- 
petrated on the taxpaying 
public in the state of 
California is the junior 
college system.

Secretary Quits Young 


You can say she’s retired, 
you can say 
grandmother. But don’t call 
Geraldine (Jerry) Schaffer a 
senior citizen. 

After all, she’s taking an 
early retirement after work- 
ing almost 22 years for the 
Placentia Unified School 
District, and 20 of those 
years were spent as a 
secretary at elementary 
schools where ‘‘you don’t 
have time to get old.’’ 

Mrs. Schaffer started her 
secretarial career in 1937 
working with her brother, 
Chester Wolfe, in his new 
car agency in Fullertcn, 
where the family had moved 
when she was in the second 
grade. 

‘Iwas a home ec major at 
Berkeley (University of 
California) and had only one 
more year to go for my 
degree,’ she said. ‘‘I 
planned to be a dietician.”’ 

But her brother convinc- 
ed her to take some quick 
courses in business and 
work with him--a move that 
changed her life. 

When World War Il 
became a part of life in the 
United States and automo- 
biles became items for 
rationing, she got a job as a 
secretary for the Douglas 
Aircraft Company in Long 
Beach, a position she held 
until 1945; when she 
became the school secretary 
at McFadden Elementary 
School in Placentia. 

‘“‘My sister, Marian 
Wolfe (who now lives in 
Fullerton), taught in the 
district for 29 years 
(1934-1963) and convinc- 
ed me that Placentia was a 
pretty good place to work,”’ 
Mrs. Schaffer recalled. 

While she was at 
McFadden, she _ married 
Stephen Schaffer, a mar- 
riage that came to a tragic 
end when he was killed on 
his job six months later. 
However, from the mar- 
riage came a daughter, 
Stephanie, who became the 
center of Mrs. Schaffer’s 
life. 

‘I quit working for 10 
years, because | felf it was 
so important for Stephanie 
to have a parent available,”’ 
she said. —

RV Ordinance 


Following are the major 
provisions of the proposed 
recreational vehicle parking 
ordinance for the city of 
Placentia. 

Purpose: The purpose of 
this ordinance is to 
encourage traffic safety, 
promote, property values 
and preserve the attractive 
appearance of the city’s 
residential areas. hese 
objectives are to be 
promoted by the regulation 
of the locations in which 
motor vehicles, trailers, 
camper units, boats and 
other recreational appara- 
tus may be parked or 
stored. 

Definitions: A motor 
vehicle shall mean a vehicle 
which is. self propelled. 
Motor vehicle includes 
motorhome and camper 
unit mounted on a_ truck 
body. 

Trailers shall mean any 
wheeled vehicle designed 
for carrying persons or 
property and for being 
drawn by a motor vehicle. 
Trailer shall include but ts 
not limited toa camp trailer, 
mobile home, utility trailer 
or trailer specially designed 
to carry motorcycles, air- 
planes, boats, gliders, etc. 

Recreational apparatus 


shall mean any device 
which may be used for 
camping or recreational 


purposes and which is not 
currently registered for 
operation on public streets. 
(Included are camper unit 
or shell, boats, airplanes, 
gliders, off highway ve- 
hicles and other devices 
used for recreational pur- 
poses.) 

Parking and _— storage 
within front yard setbacks: 
Trailers, camper units and 
other recreational appara- 
tus shall not be parked or 
stored within the required 
front yard setback. 

Exceptions to the above 
would be: For the purposes 
of loading and unloading, 
cleaning and the perform- 
ance of routine main- 
tenance, trailers and rec- 
reational devices may be

A camper unit mounted 
on a motor vehicle shall be 
subject to the regulations 
pertaining to motor vehicles 
only. 

Motor vehicles including 
motor homes and campers 
mounted on a truck body, 
may be parked within the 
required front yard setback, 
subject to the following 
conditions. 

Vehicle shall not project 
into the public right-of-way; 
shall not be parked in a 
manner which would ad- 
versely affect traffic safety; 
shall be operable and shall 
have the current year’s 
registration; no human 
habitation and the vehicle 
shall be parked on a 
driveway or other parking 
space which conforms to 
city standards. 

Parking and _— storage 
behind front yard setbacks: 

Trailers, camper units 
and other __ recreational 
apparatus may be parked or 
stored behind the required 
front yard setback, subject 
to the following conditions. 
A trailer or apparatus shall 
be screened by a six foot 
opaque fence or wall. No 
human habitation. 

Motor vehicles may be 
parked or stored behind the 
required front yard setback 
subject to the following 
conditions--shall be screen- 
ed by a six foot opaque 
fence or wall. No human 
habitation. Exception-- 
motor vehicles parked or 
stored on a driveway which 
provides access from a 
public street to a garage 
shall not require screening. 

Parking and _— storage 
within a sideyard abutting a 
street. 

Trailers and recreational 
apparatus shall not be 
parked in a_ required 
sideyard which abutts a 
street. 

Motor vehicles may be 
parked on an approved 
driveway.

the levels shown are eligible 
for free meals and milk or 
meals. In 
addition, families not meet- 
ing these criteria but with 
other unusual expenses due 
to unusually high medical 
expenses, shelter costs in 
excess of 30 per cent of 
income, special education 
expenses due to the mental 
or physical condition of a 
child, and disaster or 
casualty losses are urged to 
apply. 

Application forms are 
being sent to all homes in a 
letter to parents. Additional 
copies are available at the 
principal’s office in each 
school. The information 
provided on the application 
is confidential and will be 
used only for the purpose of 
determining eligibility. Ap- 
plications may be submitted 
at any time during the year. 

In certain cases foster 
children are also eligibile 
for these benefits. If a 
family has foster children 
living with them and wishes 
to apply for such meals and 
milk for them, it should 
contact the school. 

Under the provisions of 
the policy, school principals 
will review applications and 
determine eligibility.

Among the wheeled 
accessories the city owns 
are the city administrator's 
1975 Ford Custom 2-door. A 
new car originally was 
purchased each year for the 
city administrator, with his 
year old automobile revert- 
ing to the department head 
with the oldest car, but this 
practice has been abandon- 
ed for a new car every two to 
three years, it was reported. 

The city administrator is 
allowed to use his city car 
for personal or city use 
within a radius of 150 miles 
around the city. For this he 
reimburses the city $30 a 
month.

In addition, the finance 
department has a_ car 
(Dunnavant and em- 
ployees), a 1973 Maverick; 


a 1972 Pinto is used by the 
purchasing and business 
license employees and a 
1970 Ford custom by the 
planning, building and 
engineering department. 
The newly purchased com- 
pact car will be used in this 
department. 

City building inspectors 
use two 1972 Pintos and the 
engineering-building insp- 
ection-field| survey crew 
personnel have three 1974 
Couriers at their disposal. 

The director of recreation 
and maintenances Services 
Department uses a 1972 
Ford and recreation depart- 
ment personnel have a 1972 
Pinto. 

Trucks and other vehicles 
in the maintenance depart- 


ment account for eight 
pickup trucks, six utility 
trucks and eight larger 


trucks including two dump 
trucks. There is one street 
sweeper. The city owns 
another but because of its 
age it is being sold. 

The police department 
accounts for the remainder 
of the city-owned cars. For 
police investigation there 
are a 1973 Maverick, two 
1974 Mavericks, and 1974 
Nova and seven patrol cars. 
The Police Chief drives a 
1970 Plymouth four-door 
sedan. There are a 1971 
Plymouth patrol car and two 
1974 Torinos that will be 


replaced with new cars. 

A 1976 Maverick four- 
door is being used in Project 
Diversion concerning assis- 
tance for juveniles and 
there are four leased 1976 


Mavericks, which were 
acquired for a_ four-city 
anti-burglary program. 


These are not added into the 
total of city-owned cars and 
will be returned when the 
program is completed. A 
fifth Maverick originally 
leased, will not be needed in 
the program, Dunnavant 
stated. 

City Administrator Pow- 
ell said that department 
heads are allowed to drive 
their vehicles home to 
garage them and as a 
convenience if they should 
be called back for night 
meetings or other func- 
tions. 

These may be used for 
personal business on the 
way home but may not be 
driven by other individuals. 
Such privileges extend only 
to employees living in the 
city. 

Among those on the car 
list are the director of 
finance; director of com- 
munity development; direc- 
tor of recreation and 
maintenance services and 
the police chief. 

Also the maintenance 
services superintendent, 
the maintenance foreman, 
the recreation — superin- 
tendent, the recreation and 
maintenance services em- 
ployee assigned to standby 
duty and any _— other 
employee whose regular 
duties may be require him 
to respond from home, upon 
the prior approval of his 
department head and the 
city administrator. 

Other city automobiles 
scheduled for purchase in 
the current 1976-77 budget 
include four police patrol 
cars to replace others. 

City personnel numbers 
approximately 135 persons.
